School Lesson for May 30 is en- 
titled "'God, the Lord of -History." 
It brings together historical 
facts—chiefly those which have 
to do with the rise and fall of 
nations—and shows how there 
is a recurring pattern in histor- 
ical events from age to age. One 
great modern historian has de- 
clared that nineteen civilizations 
have come and gone and that the 
final destruction of these civili- 
zations 
was because 
t h e y 


lost their spirtual power. This 
does not mean exclusively their 
religious faith, but their cultural 
interests. Apparently when na- 
tional life turns in upon itself 
civilizations begin heading for 
Iha precipice. 'For those of us 
who live in the North American 
continent the matter of what the 
future holds for us is important. 
In addition to our great cities, 
vast areas lie open, and if some 
way could be found of getting 
more water to millions of acres 
that now lie arid and useiess, 
the whole of 'Our life would b3 
dramatically changed. 


Divine Care 


Probably the greatest mistake 


anyone can make is that of be- 
lieving that after God created 
the heavens and the earth He 
went away and left his creation 
to its own devices. People with 
an atheistic turn of mind believe 
this, but believers in all branches 
of the Church do not believe it.

The Assyrians in 722 B.C.

known as Israel. The ten north 
era tribes which had fallen into 
idolatry were practically wiped 
out of existence by the 'Assyri- 
ans. The time would come when 
the Assyrians would be over- 
Whelmed by the Babylonians. 
Later the Persians would come 
into control, then the Greeks, 
then the Romans. Forty, years 
after the crucifixion and resur- 
rection of Christ ..(A.D! 70) the 
Roman emperor Titus destroyed 
Jerusalem, thus bringing to pass 
the prophecy of Jesus that there 
would not be left one stone of the 
city of Jerusalem standing upon 
another (Luke 21:6). The modern 
nation of Israel and the Arab 
guerillas give the world plenty 
to think about in the way of con 
troversy and strife. 


Christian believers are. confi 


dent that God is the Lord o 
history, As God has planned, so 
shall it be. and as He has pur 
posed, so shall it stand. 


This statement is taken from 


the Book of the Prophet Isaiah 
most outstanding of all the pro 
phets of Israel. Isaiah was 
man of .high political standing 
and apparently great influence 
in court circles. The .prophecy 
which bears his name is one of 
the most beautiful and inspiring 
in the entire Bible. Tradition has 
it that Isaiah at last lost his in- 


iiuc-nce and was put to death in 
a cruel manner. During his life- 
time, however, his influence was 
of the very highest, and through 
the centuries Bible readers have 
marveled at the beauty and 
force -of his Prophecy. In the llth 
chapter of this. great writing 
Isaiah gives a description of 
what he calls t h e ; Branch. 
Christians of all generations 
have bsldeved this to be a fore- 
telling of the return of Christ to 
make the kingdoms of the world 
his own. "They shall not hurt 
nor destroy in all my holy 
mountain: for the earth shall be 
full of the knowledge of the 
Lord, as the waters cover the 
sea" (Isaiah 11:9).

It was quite a sight just 
to see these little birds shopping 
for 'the right compartment! By 
the next day, a starling had also 
occupied one apartment. 


"jWe resigned outselves to 


haying no purple martins this 
year, particularly since we didn't 
get the box up until the end of 
March. But we were wrong. 


(Continued from Page One) 
"Along about the middle of 


April, a pair of purple martins 
became interested in our house. 
Those graceful wings sweeping 
back beyond the forked tail, 
supported them in a hover, 
allowing them to peer into the 
sparrows' nests. They hovered, 
they pestered and they dive- 
bombed, until the sparrows said, 
"Forget it!" and moved. All .but 
one, 
one female who posted 


herself in front of her com- 
partment and made it clear she 
was not deserting. She deter- 
mindly resisted the onslaught 
that sometimes sent her reeling 


to the ground. 


"(Hie starling, a n'er-do-well, 


who was not above borrowing 
nesting material from the 
sparrows, was conveniently on a 
trip during the battle. When she 
returned, she gave in without 
much of a fight and moved.) 


"Finally, the martins decided 


on the north side, where no 
sparrows 
had nested, 
and 


relunctantly permitted Mrs. 
Sparrow her south apartment. 
This encouraged some of the 
other sparrows to return, so that 
we have sparrows on the south 
and west, martins on the north 


and no one on the east where the 
faint-hearted starling retreated. 


"We are wondering how many 


others have more than one kind of 
bird in one house." 


W. A. Chaffee of 420 South 30th 


reports eight adults and an un- 
discernible number of chicks 
about three weeks old now, in two 
types of units, both commercial 
metal designs, 
and "Kirk- 


patrick" woodies. 


Chaffee says his first Martins 


arrived March 16, and he agrees 
with a Daily Sun observation, 
that we are on our way to 
becoming the Purple Martin 
Capital of the Southwest. 


Chaffee has two houses on 21- 


foot poles and another on a 14-foot 
pole, and some units are in the 
sun and some in the shade. 


T. C. Dillard of 1222 West 13th 


Ave. has an 18-unit, three story 
aluminum "Martin Castle" 
populated by five feathered 
couples with four young ones. 


After three years as a Martin 


landlord, he gives some good 
insight into the flight schedule of 
liis visitors, who arrived in 
Corsicana on Feb. 20 both in 1969 
and 1970, and on Feb. 17 this year. 


Dillard also recommends the 


Purple Martin book by J. L. Wade 
for Martin fanciers. 


Mrs. Robert E. Marshall of 1107 


West llth Ave. is another Martin 
fan with some years of ex- 
perience—about five. 


She now has eight pairs of the 


birds, with, the first having 
arrived Feb. 15 this year. 


But she lias a warning for 


Martin house contractors: her 
wooden house in the shade lias 
not 
been 
occupied, while 


aluminum boxes in the open yard 
near the garage have been 
popular with the birds. 


Her houses are only about 10 


feet in the air, on iron pipe. 


But surely one of the Martin 


veterans of the Gold Circle is 
P. W. Hester of 107 Overlook 
Drive in Kerens, who lias been 
hosting the purple pilgrims since 
he retired in 1962. 


He says "They are useful and 


get real tame. 


"I have a house with 14 rooms 


in it (but) I wouldn't advise 
anyone to build a house that 
large; 
you get too many 


sparrows." 


At the time of the report he had 


six pairs of Martins, following the 
arrival of his "scouts" Feb. 26 
this year. 


He also warns that Martins 


won't build among trees and 
suggests that liouses should be 
out in the open on a pole not less 
than eight feet tall. 


"When they leave this fall," lie 


says, "I will spray the box good 
and nail boards over the holes." 


That amounts to a total 


population of 104 adult Martins, 
at least 38 young birds and more 
than 70 eggs in the nine reporting 
areas—which must be considered 
a very small percentage of the 
total available housing here, 
since more than 60 units were 


built at the Action Committee 
workshops alone. 


But that is certainly evidence 


that Corsicana 
is, indeed, 


becoming the Purple Martin 
Capital of the Southwest.

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The racial niake-up of Corsicana's 


Lincoln Elementary School student body 
and faculty is under study by the Office 
of Civil Rights section of the federal 
Dept. of Health Education and'Welfare 
(HEW). 


"Complete records of all correspon- 


dence" between the Corsicana School 
District and the Dallas Office of Civil 
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forwarded to Washington for review, 
according 
to Dr. John A. Bell, 


educational chief of the Dallas OCR of 
HEW. 


Dr. Bell told Hie Daily Sun Monday 


morning "further correspondence by the 
(Corsicana School)"-District after this, 
point will have to be made to the 
Washington office (OCR), in accordance 
with a letter he said he wrote to Cor- 


h 


sicana Supt. of Schools Joe Seale "about 
May mil". ("I don't have the file in 
front of me," lie told The Sun, so he was 
relying on his memory for specific 
dates.) 


"'When, the Superintendent (Seale) 


indicated that he simply would not 
submit a plan that would, in fact, 
remove the racial identifiability of the 
school (Lincoln), then we had no other 
choice but to 'forward the files to 
Washington with the recommendation of 
administrative enforcement," Dr. Bell 
said. 


He said .the term "administrative 


enforcement" refers to the procedure 


• spelled out in HEW regulations for 
setting up hearings in Washington by a 
"hearing examiner" (judge), allowing 
for a subsequent appeal of those fin- 
dings, and—in the event of an eventual 
ruling against the school district- 
allowing for withdrawal of (federal) 
financial assistance to the district. 


Dr. Bell said "It's a little bit difficult to , 


say when such a hearing might be held, 
because the Washington Office of Civil 
Rights can—if they are unsuccessful in 
their attempts to negotiate with the 
district—choose either to go to Justice 
(The Dept. of Justice) and ask for a suit 
or they can go the administrative 
hearing route...". 
; In reviewing the history of recent 
dealings between his office and the 
Corsicana Schools, Dr. Bell told The 
Sun; 


"Roughly two months ago (He later 


said it could have beeh six weeks in- 
stead), a compliance review of the 
District was conducted by Mr, lacy 
Johnson, .civil rights specialist with the 
OCR employed directly; by 
the 


Education Branch (of OCR). 


"He found one school that was racially 


identifiable, both considering the 
assignomt of faculty for that school and 
also the asstanemt of students to that 
.school...". (Dr. Bell did not remember 
UK? name of the-school off-hand, but 


when this reporter asked if it was Lin- 
coln School, Dr, Bell verified that it was 
the one in question.) 


"In a commitment from the District in 


1969," he amplified "the (school) 
District indicated that it would either (1) 
close Lincoln School and reassign all 
students to other schools in the district- 
or (2) change the boundaries or re-zone 
(them) to insure the removal of the 
racial identifiability of the school. 


"These zone lines were, in fact, re- 


drawn," Bell went on, "but when the 
staff of this office reviewed the District 
in September or October of last year, we 
found that the school (Lincoln) was still 
racially identifiable as a school for 
Negro youngsters. 


44We indicated this to the District in a 


4 


letter from this office, and we further 
stated in that same letter that we would 
further review the situation at the end of 


L 


the first semester (of School) to insure 
that the racial composition had not 
changed. 


."The review conducted by Mr. 


Johnson about two months ago was to 
up-date our files and also to verify 
whether or not the racial identification 
of the school had changed as a result of 
the modification of the boundary lines 
last year. 


"We. still found the school racially 


identifiable, not only in terms of student 
assignment, but also (with regard to) 
faculty, and other schools in the district 
were not in keeping with the 'Singleton 
Decision'". 


The "Singleton Decision", Dr, Bell 


explained, is an early 1970 decision by 
the Supreme Court of of the U. S. 
stipulating, in Sect. I, that "the prin- 
cipals, teachers, teacher aides, and 
other staff who work directly with 
children at a school shall be so assigned 
that in no case will the racial com- 
position of the staff indicate that a school 
is intended. for Negro or white 
students...". 


Asked by this reporter if he was aware 


of any changes to the Corsicana school 
boundaries, discussed in the last official 
meeting of the Board of Education, Dr. 
Bell said "We were not apprised of any 
changes in boundaries, and, as a matter 
of fact, I discusised the situation rather 
extensively with the Superintendent 
(Joe Seale), and lie failed to mention any 
modification/1. Dr. Bell said the 
discussion with Seale was by telephone, 
and he thought it was held May 12. 


V4We asked the school district in a 


letter from this office (dated the same 
day of the telephone conversation) to 
submit'a plan (for making Lincoln 
School racially unidentifiable). The 
School district failed to do tliis (submit a 
plan), and, before we took formal action, 
I attempted to negotiate with the School 
Board and specifically attempted to 
negotiate with the Superintendent, in-as- 
much as their time was overdue. 


He said he talked with Seale "about 20

or 30 minutes" by telephone. 


The Daily Sun contacted members of 


the School Board, Board President 
James Price, and Supt. Joe Scale and 
apprised them of its research into this 
story.

of Corsicana Prisoner of War Cmdr. Kay 
Russell, has been presented the first

Cmdr. Russell has been in prison in 


North Vietnam since May 19,1967, after 
being captured near Hanoi. 


His wife—also named Kay—and their 


childen, Todd, 11, and Tracy, 9, have 
had about ten letters from him since 
December of 1969, and his mother has 
liad one letter. 


"Of course, he can't say anything; the 


letters are only six or seven lines long,"

I will ask the City Commission if it wants 
to affiliate with the North Central Texas 
Council of Governments, or if it would be 
interested in joining the Heart of Texas 
Council of Governments, Waco," he 
said. 


As to which would be more desirable 


or beneficial to Corsicana should it af- 
filiate with a COG, City Manager Brock- 
man feels it' would be more ad- 
vantageous to the city to be a part of the 
Heart of Texas Council.

city administrations feel the advantages 
of belonging aren't all that great. 


Manager Brockman said "if a city is a 


member of a Council of Government it is 
eligible for 3 per cent more on a federal 
or state grant it might not otherwise be 
eligible to receive if it weren't af- 
filiated." 


He added that a COG "is strictly ad- 


visory— they can't grant nor deny a 
city's request (to a Federal or state 
grant program) for funding assistance. 
It has a responsibility of reviewing and 
commenting on a local government's 
request to the agency for funds," he 
said.

The communication system hasn't 


been finalized but HQTCOG lias applied 
for a federal grant that would include 
Corsicana in the network and provide 
equipment for the city, should Corsicana 
vote to join the communications net- 
work. Manager Brockman said the 
Governor's office has granted an ex- 
ception to Corsicana to "go into the 
HOTCOG police communications net- 
work system" if the City Commission 
should approve doing so. 


To his knowledge the Arlington based 


Council doesn't have a communications 
network system sudi as is being 
developed by the Waco based Council. 


"If all the towns in the Heart of Texas 


region invited to join the network system 
did, and we did, too, Corsicana for ap- 
proximately $5,000 could get seven 
mobile and three portable radio units 
utilized by this system, and for about 
$20,000 total we could also get the 
transmitter station console," he said. 


He pointed out that if Corsicana on its 


own were to buy just the seven mobile 
units for its police cars it would cost 
about $12,600. Corsicana's police

Its merits applauded by some Texas 


county government officials 
and 


questioned by others, the regionally . 
divided Council of Governments (COG) 
lists 115 of the 254 state's counties as 
members. Navarro County which is 
located in the 19 county North Central 
Texas region is not a member. 


According to Navarro County Judge 


Kenneth A. Douglas the county is not a 
member of the NCTCOG because "it is 
not necessary -at this time for the 
county's operation," 


"I know of no instance when this 


county has been deprived of any federal 
and state funds or programs because it 
was not a member," he said. 


Hie pointed out that COG was started in 


an effort 
to provide planning for 


programs that overlap county lines. "As 
long as COG stays within the planning 
area of government, I see no objection to 
it," he said. 


"However, in many areas, attempts 


have been made. to make COG regional 
governments which is simply an attempt 
to do away with local government as we 
know it," Judge Douglas said., 


According to the 1970 edition of the 


Texas Almanac COG is the voluntary 
associations of local governments for- 
med to promote regional planning and 
coordination of services. 


Besides general 
comprehensive 


planning of public facilities 
and 


projections of future regional needs, 
their activities involve planning and 
services in criminal justice, health, 


perative purchasing, police training, 


information systems, governmental 
application and review and comment. 


Judge Douglas, who is president of the 


Texas County Judges Association, said 
that county officials "throughout Texas" 
are concerned that "we will have 
another layer of government." "I feel 
that my opinion represents the majority 
of othe judges and commissioners courts 
in-Texas," he pointed out. 


Judge Douglas does not think that 


Navarro County will be denied any state 
or federal funds if it is not a member of 
NCTCOG. 


"I personally feel that if anything 


comes up in the future that will require 
federal or state funds, we can make our 
presentations to the agencies involved 
with or without the benefit of a COG 
recommendation," he said. 


He also believes that the federal 


government made an "error" when it 
decided that COG was needed as a 
"vehicle for the distribution of federal 
funds." 


"When some people in Washington 


determine that they know more about 
local government, what our prob 
are and how to solve them," he said, 
"They are whistling in the wind." 


He said that county officials know 


what "our problems" are and how to 


• 


* 
solve them "if we have the money." 
Telling how, he said, "What we do, is 
tackle problems that have priority with 
the money we have available." 


He agrees that the county "will and 


should" participate with other counties 
in solving problems such as health 
planning, water and air pollution control 
and others that "don't know county 
boundary lines." 
' Giving an example, he referred to the 
county's cooperation with the NCTCOG 
in conducting a survey of existing health 
facilities in the county in March. 


Returning to the article in Sunday's 


Daily Sun about Jerome Vacek's 
Navarro County Action Committee

oerning the fact that "we might lose out 
if we didn't join" with the NCTCOG, he 
said "I do not believe that this county or 
any city will be affected."
